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The male homosexual

For research into the changing attitudes toward the motorcycle as a 
masculine symbol, I went to the people for whom the symbol once held 
the greatest importance in the old days: the homosexuals. I interviewed 


three “gay 


riders living in the Los Angeles area — a 37-year-old gay 


motorcycle club member who is heavily into leather and sado-masochism; 
a 28-year-old street-riding graduate of gay liberation; and an 18-year-old 
eaa motocross racer. Each rider agreed to discuss freely his attitudes 


toward sex and motorcycles, 


if I would disguise his identity in the article.

Mike and I were sprawled in 
comfortable chairs upstairs. in a gay 
disco in North Hollywood. Beneath us 
the rock beat was heavy enough to get 
lost inside, the lights flashed and 
glittered, and the dancers flew or flowed 
or jiggled — according to their moods. 
Mike was tall, slender, dark-haired — 
intense and aggressively masculine. He 
didn’t look 28. Downstairs he had been 
the object of heavy flirting. 

I asked, “Are you gay or bisexual?” 

“Defintely gay. I tried it with women 
a few times.” He shook his head. 
“Nothing.” 

“What kind of work do you do?” 

“Accounting. I report to the 
comptroller in the parent company of a 
conglomerate.” 

“Could you get fired if they found 
out you were gay?” 

“Nope. When I applied for the job, I 
said in my resume that I was gay.” 

“You must have given that a lot of 
thought.” 

“Not really. These days it’s how you 
handle yourself, If you let people know 
that being gay is just a part of who you 
are, they’re usually willing to accept 
you.” 

“When did you start telling your 
employers what your scene was?” 

“In New York. I got involved in gay 
liberation.” 

“You’d been uptight about being 
gay?” 

“That’s putting it mildly. But after 
gay lib I could start coping with it. 
After you’ve demonstrated a few times 
— demanding your rights as a human 
being — im front of riot cops and 
politicians, it changes your outlook.” 

“Are you into S&M?” 

“You mean because of the 
motorcycle?” 

“Yeah.” 

“No, not me. Im gay and I like to 
ride bikes, but I don’t mix the two. 
Leather and whips and that kind of 
thing just doesn’t interest me.” 

“Do you like gay bars?” 

“This one’s okay, but I hate most of 
them. They’re so uptight — even when 
everybody’s laughing. Bitchy 
queens .. . chit, chit, chit, chit.” 


“Do you spend much time in gay 
bars?” 

“Yeah. My lover likes them. And 
sometimes I go by myself when I want 
to score a one-night stand. But I’m just 
not comfortable around queens.” 

“Why not? You don’t want people to 
put you down for doing your thing. 
Why put down the queens for doing 
theirs?” 

“It’s not the same thing. I’m a man; | 
act like a man. They’re men, too, but 
they want to act like women. The whole 
thing turns me off.” 

“Doesn't it take a lot more courage 
to face the public as a TV (transvestite) 
queen than it does to pass for straight?” 

“Yeah, but that’s not the point. 
They're just causing trouble for us all.” 

“But who started gay liberation?” 

“You mean the Stonewall riot?” 

“Uhuh. Who were the rioters?” 

“Street people. Heavy dopers. Some 
of them were hustlers. I guess most of 
them were queens.” 

“Were you around when that was 
happening?” 

“Yeah. Some of it was pretty scarey 
— but it was a tremendous high, too.” 

“What kind of motorcycle do you 
ride?” 

“CB-750.” 

“Had you come out before you 
started riding?” 

“No, I guess not. I got my first 
motorcycle when I was 16 —.it was a 
Honda, and I didn’t have my first sexual 
experience until I was 19.” 

“Was the motorcycle a masculinity 
trip for you?” 

“J don’t know. Maybe.” 

“What kinds of people were buying 
their first street bikes in those days?” 


“Mmmm... 1963. I came from a 
small city in the Midwest. Bikes were 
just beginning to show up on the street 
in those days. Seems to me most of the 
new riders were just kids — 16 to 19, 
maybe — like me. 

“Did you get to know any of them?” 

“A few.” 

“What were they like?” 

“They were just guys. A little shy, 
maybe — like me.” 

“Did they keep on being shy?” ` 

“No, they didn’t. Neither did I. I 
traded my Honda for a Bonnie, and I 
put reverse-cone megs on it. Turned into 
a street racer, until I damn near lost my 
license.” 

“What kind of ndng do you do these 
days?” t 





“Weekend touring, stuff like that, 
whenever I’ve got the time. My lover 
doesn’t like bikes, so . 

“Do you ever go touring with other 
gay riders?” 

“No, like I told you, I don’t mix 
motorcycles with sex. Sometimes TIl 
pick up a trick in a bar and take him 
along as a passenger.” 

“Have you ever gotten off a bike?” 

“Few times, just after I learned how 
to ride. But I’ve been at it for 12 years, 
now. Sometimes I like to go fast, but I 
know my bike, and what I can do with 
it, and what to watch out for.” 

“Why do you like touring?” 

“I don’t know. Maybe it’s because 
I've always got the choice between 
being an explorer and being a racer. I 
can switch back and forth. I can just 
ride along and take in the scenery. When 
I’m in the mountains I can crank it on 
and play with the road. Riding gives me 
everything I need.” 


Charlie 


We sat in a coffee shop near the beach. 
Charlie looked a lot like the other 
18-year-olds in the place. Short, lean 
hardcore-surfer tan, sunbleached hair 
cascading down his back, tent-size shirt, 
droopy cutoffs, and tennis shoes 
without socks. Charlie was telling me 
about the low-budget LTR surgery he 
wanted to perform on his 250 Elsinore. 
Money was tight. 

We talked about S&Ws versus Konis, 
and then I said, “You're bisexual.” 

In a flat register he answered, “Yeah, 
I guess you could say that.” 

“You don’t like the word?” 

“I don’t like the label. The only label 
I wear says ‘Charlie,’ and sometimes I 
change that one.” 

“What’s wrong with ‘bisexual’?”’ 

“All labels — they’re all bad. If you're 
into wearing labels — ‘I’m this,’ ‘I’m 
that’ — you can never get away with just 
one or two. You end up with 30 or 40 
— or 300 or 400.” 

“You do?” 

“Yeah. And whenever you feel like 
doing something, first you have to look 
down and read all those labels. You 
have to decide, ‘Would a guy wearing 
this set of labels feel okay about doing 
this thing?’ So you end up missing out 
on most of it. You get hung up about 
every thing.” 

“You don’t wear labels?” 

“No. Then I’m free to try whatever 
comes along, to see if I'll like it. What I 
was doing yesterday, or last year, makes 
no difference.” 

“Do your friends know what your 
sex trips are?” 

“I don’t know. Some probably do — 
some probably don’t. Depends on what 
trips they're into. Most of ’em just don’t 
care. Oh, maybe sometime we're sitting 
around here bored, and somebody’ll 
say, ‘I wonder if Chris is getting it on 
with Jimmy,’ or something like that.” 











“Then you take apart Chris’ 
reputation?” 

“No, man, they’re just curious. 
Doesn’t mean all that much. The 
important thing to us is, do we like 
being around Chris, and partying with 
him, and all.” 

“Does everybody in your crowd 
think that way?” 

“Probably not. A few of them are all 
hung up about everything. Some are 
hung up about this or that. It depends.” 

“Did you start out with girls or guys?” 

“I got it on with a girl who lived 
down the street when we were both 
t37 

“Did you dig it?” 

“Not the first time. I was scared, and 
she was too. I was just glad to find out I 
could do it. But after that ... wow!” 

“When did you start turning on to 
guys?” 

“Fifteen. There was this guy in my 
class I went surfing with a lot. One day 
we started fooling around.” 

“What do you get out of sex with 
guys?” 

“Same kind of thing I get out of sex 
with girls. You can get real close to 
somebody, and then you get your rocks 
off. There’s some things I can do with 
guys that I can’t do with girls — and vice 
versa — but I think there’ more 
difference between particular people 
than there is between the sexes.” 

“What kind of role do you play with 
guys? Active or passive?” 

“Depends on what mood I’m in right 
then, and what mood he’s in. Same 
thing with girls. We’re all just people. 
Some girls really dig getting it on with a 
loose bisexual, because he’s been where 
they are.”

Some of them 
are straight, some are bi, and a few are 
strictly gay. You’ve been around; can 
you tell who’s who?” 

“No, I guess not.” 

“Maybe some guy who’s on a heavy 
macho trip sees me, and he says, 
“‘Long-hair hippie fag.’ He doesn’t know 
me; he doesn’t know my trip. What he’s 
really saying is, ‘Please turn the clock 
back and get your hair cut and play 
superstud, like they taught me to play.’ 
He knows the rules have changed, and 
he doesn’t know how to play by the 
new rules, and he can’t handle that.” 

“Do you get it on with any of the 
other motocross racers?” 

“No.” 

“Do you think many other racers are 
into your trip?” 

“I don’t know anything about 
anybody I don’t go to bed with myself. 
Most of my friends live around here, 
and they’re surfers. Some of them have 
street bikes. Some ride in the desert. 
Most of the racers I see are at 
racetracks, and I don’t go around asking 
them, ‘Hey, man, where’s your head at 
about sex?” . cok i 2 
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“Why do you race?” 

“Oh, man, I love it. Things are 
changing and moving so fast. in this 
country. You have to move with them 
— stay tuned to the beat. Then you 
know you’re getting it all.”” 

“Why motocross? Why not — say — 
roadracing?” 

“I want to try it if I ever get the 
chance. But I’ve always had the idea 
that even though you’re going faster 
when you’re roadracing, things aren’t 
happening as fast. So I don’t see how I 
could get the same feeling of 
accomplishment. And a roadrace track 
is paved, but a motocross course is 
natural. It’s the earth.” 

“Do you think you'll ever swing all 
the way to gay, or all the way to 
straight?” 

“I have no idea, and I could care less. 
I just play them like they’re dealt, and I 
dig it all.”

It was a beer bar. The walls were 
painted black. The only ornamentation 
was a large Rivera-type drawing of a 
mascular stud dressed in boots, leather 
pants and vest, and Harley hat. The 
furnishings consisted of a long bar, a 
pool table, and three banquettes. Joe 
and I sat in one of the banquettes. 

I was getting some puzzled 
side-glances from the other customers. I 
was wearing my leather, but they were 
the wrong kind — an old faded set of 
touring leathers tie-dyed in pastel 
colors. No leatherman would dream of 
wearing anything but black. 

Joe was dressed correctly — 
everything but the Harley hat was black 
leather. At age 37 he was in good shape, 
and he looked the part. He stood 6’2” 
and weighed about 195; he was 
muscular and he had a rough face. He 
was saying, “On club nights, the parking 
lot out back is jammed with bikes — 
mostly dressers.” He studied the room. 
“I’d say there’s about 50 guys in here 
now, and there are five bikes parked 
outside. The rest of these guys don’t 
care anything about motorcycles; what 
they dig is the image — they’re leather 
fetishists.” 

“Why do black leather and S&M go 
together?” 

“I don’t know for sure... I’ve read 
some things, but none of them made 
sense to me.” 

“But you’re into bikes too.” 

“Oh, yeah. I got into the whole 
scene. During the day I wear a suit and 
play vice president at a small 
manufacturing company, and I’m just 
another citizen. At night I come home 
and pvt on my leathers, and I climb on 
my knucklehead, and then I’m not one 
of the crowd. 

“I go where I please and do as I 
please. I don’t go out of my way to bug 
anybody, and nobody gives me a hard 
time. I look evil, and if push comes ‘to 








shove I know how to fight. It’s great — 
I’m king of the roost in ways I couldn’t 
touch if I were president of GM.” 

“That ring in your left earlobe, Joe — 
does that mean you're a sadist?”

f all the strange and variegated subspecies of 
fauna that Nature has created from her 
abundance to inhabit the planet, the Cali- 
fornia Desert Racer (Nobius Californicus) is 
perhaps the rarest and most exotic speciman 
known to science. 

The first species were noted early in the 
decade by Prof. Larsen E. Sousé of CSULB, 
who observed tracks left by the creatures for 
years before he was able to trap one for 
scientific study. Although the speciman was 
somewhat damaged in capture, it provided 
zoology with priceless knowledge of this 
vanishing creature. 

Nobius Californicus breeds in apparently 
random fashion in several populated areas of 
the western U.S. Triggered perhaps by some 
DNA molecule, at a certain age the young Nobius grows a 
tough outer hide, resembling goatskin, and sprouts a horny 
crest that covers its entire head. In some mysterious fashion, 
Nobius acquires a propulsion system, fueled with nectar 
gathered from certain bobbing plants that grow on Signal 
Hill. 

When fully mature, the Nobius Californicus begin weekly 
migrations to the Mojave Desert, where they buzz around in 
herds, performing rituals for reasons that have yet to be 
fathomed by science. One theory is that the scampering is 
part of their courtship, while Dr. Sousé maintains that it has 
to do with feeding, since the speciman he dissected had 
several small insects lodged in its teeth. 

Chances for the eventual survival of this colorful desert 
species look grim at the moment. Its natural habitat is rapidly 
being reduced by commercial development and it is being 
forced to compete with other, hardier species on a smaller 
and dwindling range. Although it has no natural enemies, 
hunters and predators have taken their toll of the Nobius 
Californicus, and its migration routes are becoming strangled 
by fences and taco stands. Unless something is done soon to 
protect their natural habitat, the California Desert Racer may 
shortly become extinct, and the world will be the worse off 
without its distinctive ‘“‘chir-r-p” on a Mojave Sunday 
morning and the colorful flash of its crest as it flickers among 
the creosote bushes.

The padded leather helmet... 
WWI surplus.

Headgear has always been 
tant to bikers. Not only 





impor- 
does the 


proper hat keep the rider’s hair in 
place (and, when necessary, keep 


his ears warm), but the right cap 
forms a part of his identity. For 
example, a Harley visored cap, 
crushed over the ears and crusted 
with tour pins and AMA 
40-year-member medals, was as 
different from the same basic cap worn 
by Marlon Brando and his followers as 
the full-dressed HD of the one was from 
the chopped hog of the other. And 
that’s only two variations on one cap! 
Back before the helmet laws, you see, 
you could judge a man as much by his 
hat as by his bike . . . and, of course, the 
tendency was to emphasize 
individualism. 

Over the years, however, riders began 
to notice that all those flashy head 
covers had certain disadvantages. Like 
guys that crashed more than once or 


twice started talking like 40-year-oid 
prize-fighters. The ones that lived, that 
is. 

Naturally, there were always a few 
nonconformists who insisted on being 
safe. The padded leather helmet — WWI 
surplus — appealed to them first. It was 
cheap, and it actually did offer some 
protection on the predominantly dirt 
roads of the day. Then the aviators 
started wearing cork-lined helmets, and 
the safety conscious biker could not 
only keep his skull in more or less its 
original configuration, he could look 
like Lindberg as well. Far out, as we 
moderns say. 

Then after WWII, funny little British 
cars became the rage, and the first 
interest in road racing motorcycles came 
across the pond with them. The 
porridge bowl (figure 3) became a kind

of standard of excellence, despite its 
curious construction. 

But mainstream touring riders took it 
to heart (or, rather, head) pausing only 
long enough to give it the requisite 
pseudo-police appearance (the “PD” on 
the illustrated helmets — figure 4 — 
stands for “Podunk Daredevils,” not 
“Police Dept.’’). 

Oddly enough, all this time, nobody 
gave much thought to how these helmets 
were supposed to protect. The porridge 
bowl construction (figure 5) wasn’t 
improved upon a whole bunch by the 
addition of padding. But, as I say, 
nobody gave it much thought. The 
helmets were hard and resistant on the 
outside (where the pavement was) and 
soft and cushy on the inside (where the 
head was). It couldn’t be far wong, 
because now, Mabel, Bill didn’t start to 
talk funny after his fourth crash. 

Things were pretty easy in the helmet 
business. Any competent 
Corvette-patcher and upholstery man 
could design one, they didn’t cost a lot 
to make, and the riders — who by 
wearing the helmet could not only 
impress their friends and offend their 
enemies but could also feel “safe” — 
snapped them up. 

Somebody noticed. 

Among the sporty car crowd, which 
could boast of a lot of professional men 
like doctors, safety was taken seriously. 
Although they raced on some pretty 
funky tracks (some were almost as bad 
as motorcycle tracks), nobody wanted 
to wipe out that $20,000 education 
inside that handsome skull. Very early 
in the history of the Sports Car Club of 
America (SCCA) who — then as now — 
controlled sports car road racing in the 
U.S., the club began requiring that 
drivers wear “approved” helmets while 
racing. These being the primitive days of 
helmet technology, however, 
“approved” meant that the salesman for 
that particular brand had had the 
initiative to take an example of the 






helmet to the SCCA’s ruling 
board...and that the helmet hadn’t 
broken when they dropped it on the 
floor. 

In 1956, a doctor named George 
Snively went up to Arcata on the 
Northern California coast to watch a 
road race in which his good friend, Peter 
Snell, was driving...and wearing an 
“approved”’ helmet. 

But Snell’s car flipped, and he died — 
of head injuries. 

That tragedy was the spark that 
ignited Snively’s interest in head safety. 
Returning to San Francisco, he started 
the Snell Memorial Foundation. Its 
purpose: to determine the “safety” of 
“safety helmets,” to find ways to 
improve them, and finally to offer, to 
truly safe helmets, certification of that 
fact. 

Snively took the scientific approach. 
He rigged up an impact device in which 
both the force of the impact and the 
shape of the impacting object could be 
varied. Then he accumulated an 
exhaustive collection of then-available 
head-gear. These were strapped to the 
heads of cadavers and testing began. The 
evaluation was designed to test 
everything from shell strength to chin 
strap efficiency. Shells cracked, straps 
broke, and autopsies were performed on 
cadavers’ skull with great regularity for 
about a year. 

Along the way, a few beliefs were 
supported and a lot more were 
conclusively disproved. A well-made 
fiberglass shell proved to be the 
strongest (a non-well made model broke 
in two when accidentally dropped on 
the floor by one of the SMF 
technicians!) — a significant fact in 
them days when many helmet shells 
were stamped from aluminum, which 
tears under impact. Sure enough, a hard 
shell on the outside was the answer. 

Harness had to be carefully designed. 
A helmet that flew off when you 
crashed wouldn’t help a hell of a lot in 
the “secondary impact” — when your 
head hit the ground — and might even 
take a piece out of your head with it. 
Strong woven nylon straps with D-rings 
proved quite superior to the usual cloth 
or leather-and-buckle design. 

Temple protection was the most 
important — but the style that was then 
known as “‘full-coverage” was better 
than the porridge-bowl (the edges of 
which were observed to cut into the 
face and neck under oblique impacts) 
for neck protection too. 

The big news, however, was in the 
padding. Snively demonstrated that 
most padding served mainly to transmit 
shock from the shell to the head. What 
was needed was some way of isolating 
the shock. 

As it turned out, the only helmet to 
have all the other desirable features had

this one too. The helmet was the early 
model of the Bell 500, and the material 
was a rigid foam liner that collapsed on 
itself under impact. This collapse 
absorbed the energy of the shock and 
conventional padding kept the skull 
from deforming under pressure. 

Snively celebrated the discovery of an 
effective helmet by awarding Bell the 
first Snell Memorial Foundation 
approval. 

If you have a decent-quality helmet, 
look inside it and you'll see what the 
sticker looks like:

plastic in the helmet will deteriorate 
with age, and manufacturers, like Bell 
for example, who offer a restoration 
service for older helmets — replacing 
chain straps, liner, padding, etc. — won’t 
touch one more than a few years old. 
Thus the date of the helmet is 
important. 

So it came to pass, in the late °50’s 
that word of the Snell Memorial 
Foundation began to spread, and for the 
first time, a rider could be sure of the 
quality of the protection he was buying. 

This writer suffered a serious crash 12 
years ago whilst wearing a 


Snell-approved helmet and lost only a

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front tooth and 12 hours of 
consciousness rather than losing it 
all . .. Naturally, there was talk of 


possible brain damage — and I did enlist 
in an Armored unit a couple of days 
after the crash — but that’s neither here 
nor there. The important thing is that 
here I still am, delighting my readers 
and distressing my family, just like I’d 
never been a dedicated crasher. 

The various racing clubs got smart, 
too, and “Snell-approved” meant 
“required” to a lot of racers. 

Since that time, improvements and 
refinements in liner and shell 
construction have occurred, and Snively 
has kept improving the Snell standards, 
with the result that a good helmet today 
is quite a bit better than a pretty good 
helmet of a few years ago. The Z90 
helmet standards grew from the Snell 
tests — Dr. Snively was the chairman of 
the Z90 committee — and have’ served 
to provide a generation of crashers with 
adequate head protection. 

And, of course, as our chart indicates, 
coverage has steadily advanced from the 
original porridge-bowl to the modem 
full-full-coverage type. 

The result of all this is that now, for 
the first time im history, while it’s 
probably true that you have to be crazy 
to get on one of them damn 
murder-cycles, it’s no longer true that 
you have to be dingy after getting off. 


The future of the helmet is anybody’s 
guess, but it’s probable that the trend 
toward lighter and more comfortable 
but fuller coverage and more efficient 
materials will continue (see figue 7).

A rider was reported in the 
hay, and in the finishmg schedule 
which dropped the results back to the 
previous lap. Hateley’s efforts went 
mostly unnoticed and he was credited 
fourth behind Sanders, Joyner and 
Wirth. 

After intermission it was the Novices 
turn for their main. At the flag Dave 
Rees (Yam) and Ted Davidson (Yam) 
made it through turn one first, with 
Davidson gaining the edge and then 
pulling away. Rees slowly dropped back 
as John Proto and Eddie Lawson, both 
on Yamahas, started moving up. Lawson 
tried to get around Proto for third place 
and finally did it, going down low in the 
esses, and then grabbed off second place 
on the left turn before the back straight. 
There was just no catching Davidson 
who was flat flying. 

On a Champion-framed 350cc Honda 
single, San Jose’s Steve Eklund was the 
Junior to beat from the beginning. Earl 
Roloff, on one of those 500 single 
Yamahas folks say don’t run (ha!), got 
into turn one first but Eklund took over 
and was off and away, the bigger 
machinery unable to catch the 
thumping Honda, for a while anyway. 
Charlie Soderstrom (Yam) was making 
Roloff nervous while Pat Guthrie (BSA) 
and Bud Smith (Tri) were catching up. 
Guthrie was really trying to get his 
Beezer past Smith, but it was no go. 

The unexpected happened as the 
last-lap flag came out. Charlie 
Soderstrom pulled off, ending a 
super-fast ride, and then unbelievably, 
Steve Eklund fell off. Scrambling up, he 





and the little Honda made it in for a 
fourth behind winner Roloff, Bud 
Smith and Pat Guthrie. 

The fans needed some breathing time 
after that one, but they didn’t get it as 
the Expert championship lined up. 
Eddie Mulder opted for the wall instead 
of the pole and breezed into the lead 
followed by Rick Hocking and John 
Gennai. As they skidded into some 
semblance of order approaching the 
jump, it was Mulder, Hocking, Gennai, 
Bostrom, Terry Dorsch and Gene 
Romero. 

Dorsch (Tri) got up to fourth, but 
went too high and they got him back. 
Now it was Gennai third, Romero, 
Bostrom and Dorsch. Gene Romero was 
trying very hard to get Gennai, pulling 
up alongside on the half-mile but not 
quite making a pass. 

The race was for third as Ron Powell 
(Tri) got into it. There were cheers and 
yells from the grandstands; positions 
changed again. Romero grabbed the 
third and Gennai dropped back in a 
shuffle that had Dorsch going out of 
shape and Powell squirting by him on 
the inside. Dave Bostrom, who had one 
of the top spots in hand, suffered 
mechanical woes and had to retire. 

Running like a Santa Fe freight, 
Mulder took the checkered flag to 
applause, then Hocking, Romero, 
Powell, Dorsch, Gennai and Eddie Wirth 
who had always been there in case 
someone should make a mistake. 


Eddie Mulder has several nicknames. 
One is “Squirrel” and one is “Steady 
Eddie.” He lived up to the latter one 
while winning the Regional 








Championship. He was beautiful to 
watch, very smooth and controlled on a 
slick track where the slightest excess of 
throttle would make a skid. As one 
racer kiddingly said after it was all over. 
“Damn, Squirrel's getting old now and 
he’s even got a beer belly. I didn’t think 
he’d go that fast.” Any Sunday Eddie 
Mulder is capable of winning, as he 
proved again this weekend.

Total winnings were approximately 
$8000. The race director of the Mint

The 1975 
Mini-Mint

LAS VEGAS, NEV., MAR. 14, 15, 16 
This second annual Mini-Mint was 
sanctioned as a “World Champion- 
ship” for young racers from seven 
to 15 years. They competed as 
two rider teams to one minicycle and 
rode for`10 laps over a well marked 
course. This allowed for fast lap times 
for the little machines as their young 
pilots did not have to waste any time 
deciding which way to go. The Clark 
County Jeep Posse and the Oasis 
Motorcycle Club did such an excellent 
job of communication and patrol that 
no competitor that got into trouble had 
to wait longer than 15 minutes for 
assistance. 

Those who drove in from the L.A. 
area Thursday night had misgivings from 
all the rain, snow and high winds which 
followed along. Friday about signup and 
inspection time things approached the 
ideal and riders and crews had to only 
concentrate on last minute preparations 
and pre-riding the course which was 
partially opened. Several of the teams 
like the two there representing L.A. 
P.D. “Broken Spokesman” were able to 
‘‘study” difficult sections to better 
negotiate same at speed on race day. 

Considerable difficulty was to be had 
in the way of frame (and body) 
breaking -rosswashes, whoop-de-doos, 
big rocks, fast hard dirt, and even 
asphalt — no sand, but equally bad fist 
and golf ball sized loose gravel that hid 
football sized rocks. 

Torco Team rider, Sean Masterson 
will testify to this for he came close to

one-legged brother Brian, the other half 
of the team. Toe splints fashioned from 
chain oiler cap and ducting tape got him 
back into the running for Saturday’s 
race, however....Others had much 
difficulty keeping tires and wheels 
intact. 

Saturday dawned a perfect race day, 
crisp and cool. The start of the 12 mile 
course was on the asphalt surface of the 
International Speedrome Road Race 
and Drag Strip. Many were not used to 
such traction and spectacular wheelies 
were abundant as the flag dropped. 
Roger Welch’s warnings at rider’s 
meeting notwithstanding. It wasn’t hard 
to spot those not familiar with 
roadracing as the feet went down for 
the sweeping turns on the pavement, 
others went heeling into it like 
“Mini-Agostinis.”” This was soon over, 
however, as the real serious dirt 
began.... 

The laps were turned in the 20s by 
the faster riders meaning that there was 
little slow-poking. First around the 
course for lap one was the 
Welchel/Brown Indian, well in the lead 
but soon to blow an engine (just like 
last year), The Jeff Ward/John Gless 
Honda scrambled the spokes of a rear 
wheel but after a quick change still 
managed a second in class. First overall 
went to 100cc Expert Yamaha ridde. 
by Winebarger/Ahlstrom which was 
awarded after the leader was found to 
be overbored...(Won’t these doting 
parents who try to rely on “cubic 
bucks” ever learn that this is not the 
way to go.) 

There was considerable drama to be 
found among the “also-rans’’ as well. 
Greg Ginter broke an arm trying to 
make up an hour he lost when his chain 
ran off of the sprocket and Tony 
Vincenti his partner tried to hitch hike 
out to the bike to finish the race. Brian 
Masterson hammered on a Yamaha 
spark plug socket to the stump of his 
Suzuki footpeg to accommodate his 
only leg and finished the race with it. 
(At least they make good reliable spark 
plug wrenches, says he.) 

Regrettably all of the 
“super-organization’’ we saw on race 
day was sorely absent Sunday at the 
awards banquet held at the Mint Hotel 
— 400 or more people scrambling for 
200 places made for a grim scene. It was 
not without its lighter moments, 
however. Such things as the six foot 15 
year old going up to receive the four 
foot mini-leathers that he’d won in the 
drawing, or 65cc Novice rider Joe 
Lohnes moving up a class for next year 
by winning the Grand Prize, a Yamaha 
YZ80. e

From Russia with menace. 





World Ice Racing 


Championship 


By Peter Oakes 


From Russia with menace! That 
was the message spelled out by the 


mighty 


Russkies in this year’s 


World Ice Racing Championship. 


In front of massive 100,000 plus crowds 
the Russians annihilated the rest of the 
world to storm to a convincing 
1-2-3-4-5-6 in this year’s World Final, 
held in the Moscow Dynamo Stadium 
over two days. 

A measure of the Russians’ 
superiority on the 400 meter track was 
that defending world champion Milan 
Spinka trailed home 12th in the 16 
strong field... 22 points behind new 
world Number One, 25-year-old Sergei 
Tarabanko who left all his rivals trailing 
in a wake of chipped ice as he skated to 
10 successive race wins. 

It was Tarabanko’s first taste of 
World Championship action in 1975 — 
as reigning national champion — he was 
one of two Russians seeded direct into 
the final. But that lack of earlier action 
made no difference to the man from 
Siberia who was never once headed 
from the gate in his opening five rides 
on the first day — and then made four 
lightning starts from five attempts on 
the second day. 

The one time he missed the start it 
took him three laps to fight his way 
through from the back, but he did it 


even though a second place would have 
been enough to secure the title.

Despite a lack of winter racing there’s 
been no break in the frenzied activity as 
several tracks have picked up the scent 
of Americans. Oxford — who have 
signed 1971 World Champion Ole Olsen 
from Wolverhampton — offered Jeff 
Sexton a season’s contract. Wimbledon, 
skippered by Barry Briggs, wanted to 
bring Mike Bast over but are now trying 
to get the low-down on Keith Kruser 
(who spent the winter in Australia) and 
Steve Gresham’s brother Jim. And a 
couple of tracks dropped hints to 
former National Champion Rick Woods 
that he would be welcomed in Britain 
again.

But so far only Gresham (Steve) and 
Autrey are definite starters although 
Oxford are hopeful that Sexton will 
change his mind and Wimbledon would 
be willing to take Bast on a month’s 
trial. 

With America being allowed to 
nominate two riders to this year’s World 
Championship — they would enter at 
the Inter-Continental Final level which 
is only separated from the 
Wembley-staged final itself by the 
European Final in Russia — the British 
authorities have come up with a scheme 
to find the two qualifiers. Their idea? 
That the AMA fly over two Americans 
to join Autrey and Gresham and 
another 12 Commonwealth riders to 
compete in three qualifying rounds on 
British tracks with the two Americans 
who score most points over the trio of 
meetings going through to the 
Inter-Continental Final in Gothenburg, 
Sweden, early in June. 

Alternatively the British Speedway 
Promoters Association suggest that 
those Americans riding in British League 
(assuming there are more than two) take 
part in the normal British rounds — 
opponents would include all English, 
Australian and New Zealand 
competitors — with the two top scoring 
Yanks again going to Gothenburg. The 
main difference between the two 
schemes is that one series would be 
limited to Americans, Australians and 
New Zealanders (the Aussies can 
nominate three starters for the 
Inter-Continental Final and the Kiwis 
two) but the other thrown open to

everyone engaged in British League 
racing except the Scandinavians and 
European competitors. 

British fans were able to sample 
American speedway action for 
themselves this winter. The Saturday 
afternoon television program “World of 
Sport? — on Britain’s independent 
network — showed highlights from the 
first two America vs The World test 
matches from Houston Astrodome and 
Costa Mesa. They also screened 
highlights from the Moscow-staged 
World Ice-Racing Final. 

Reigning World Champion Anders 
Michanek, still recovering from a broken 
ankle sustained in a crash while riding a 
fun-bike on an Australian beach, has 
rejoined British League Reading this 
year. Other major moves see Olsen to 
Oxford; American visitor Chris Pusey 
move from Belle Vue to Halifax; the 
return to regular British racing of 13 
Swedes who were banned last year; and 
the retirement of current British 
Champion Eric Boocock who has taken 
over as manager at First Division Belle 
Vue. 


In the Second Division — now 
renamed the new National League — an 
application is on the table to start 
league racing at Mildenhall — home of 
the United States Air Force base. The 
track, only two miles from the camp, is 
anxious to attract American interest and 
if they get the go-ahead one of their 
first attractions will be a series of 
match-races involving American Scott 
Autrey. e

Harley-Davidson Italians 


really know how to tease the test 
press. They brought out the main 


course after 


tasted dessert and here they serve 
us an attractive helping of 
American-process _ pasta with 
Japanese sauce, the new, 1975, 
SX250. Before we dig in, let us define 
the kinds of bikes we’ve tested so far. 
There are two distinct categories 
1.) Japanese street/trail models and 
2.) European enduro motorcycles. The 
editors of Modern Cycle magazine refer 
to some of the former as “‘foo-foo 
bikes,” not to be taken seriously on or 
off the dirt. Japanese street/trail models 
are distinguished by their low cost, great 
features and virtual uncontrollability 
off-road at fast trail riding speeds. Real 
enduro cycles, all from Europe, Mexico 
and Scandinavia, are characterized by 
extremely good handling at racing 
speeds (60-80 mph) in the dirt, and high 
cost. 

Leave .it to Italy, then, which is 
geographically located between them, to 
combine the best of both worlds and 
market a motorcycle through its 
parent-company dealers here that 
handles good, as a European should, yet 
has all the features of the Japanese, and 
yet costs only as much as a foo-foo 
bike. 

The = [talian-built Harley-Davidson 
$X250 is in a class by itself, which we 
will call enduro/street. Until we had a 
good, long ride in the dirt with it, we 
would have guessed it was too good of a 
street bike to be any use off-the-road. It 
is pretty, with its orange fenders and 
tank and silver alloy and chrome. The 
styling is contemporary and 
conservative. Turn indicator stalks are 
shorter than the law allows, in a rude 
Italian gesture at moribund 
bureaucracy, so they don’t get in the 
rider’s way. Aside from that, and a 
little-too-loud silencer, the SX250 is 
scrupulously street legal, with a big, 
12-volt battery and the best and 
brightest lights in the business. Wiring, 
even into the tachometer and speedo 
lights, is first rate, waterproof and 
should last a long time — definitely 
different than European electrics, where 
factories seem to think lights are a 
nuisance. The heavy-duty hand of H-D 
is seen in the cables, as well, which are 
hefty enough for a Sportster, and the 
heavy gauge spokes and rimlocks in 
both wheels. 

The SX has oil injection (carried 
cleverly in the top frame tube) so you 
don’t have to premix its gas. It has a 
quick change rear hub, a fork lock, 
primary kick-starting — even a neutral 
light. The controls and components, 
from the Marzocchi forks to the 32mm 
Del’Orto carburetor are first-class 
equipment. You wouldn't have to 
change much to make the “Essex” 
dirt-worthy. We'll get to that in a 
minute. 

After some 70 miles of life on the 
road, we were prepared to conclude that 
the SX was a pretty dam good street 
bike. A little too loud, but fun to ride, 
with only one or two annoyances, 
which we could live with or change 
without much trouble. The worst is the 
kickstarter, obviously pirated off a road 
bike, which sticks out where our right

The choke is a stubby tab on the left 
side of the carburetor. To use it (and it 
must be used to start every time the 
motor cools below operating 
temperature) you have to fish with a 
naked finger in a dark cranny between 
the carb and the exhaust pipe. It is 
impossible to operate the choke while 
riding without getting a nasty bum. 

For some reason, the footpegs and 
kickstart are sheathed in rubber. To 
protect against disease, perhaps? And 
the license plate sticks up like a cleaver; 
the tail light, however, does not. 

There was no hesitation starting, even 
when left out all night in the cold, 
windy desert. Before the pipe gets hot, 
release the choke and she is ready to 
ride. The engine makes most of its 23 
horsepower from 5,500 RPM on up to 
beyond 10, so you have to buzz it a 
little to start off quickly, then pick any 
of five close-set gearspeeds with the 
switch-like, down-for-low shift that lets 
the engine operate above 5,000 for 
quick acceleration’ and darting through 
traffic. As the 5,000 to 5,500 RPM 
threshhold is crossed, there is a great 
kick-in-the-pants thrill of power and the 
front wheel wants to lift off. It is best 
to be pointed in a desired direction at 
these times, as steering may not be 
corrected without a firm shift of body 
weight over the handlebars. Our test 
bike had the late-model gearbox, which 
is flawless. 

On the street, the SX250 is a lot of 
fun to ride — even the cops seem more 
tolerant of a noisy two-stroke that says 
Harley-Davidson all over. 

Still in full stock, street fettle, minus 
only the rear view mirror, we took the 
254-Ib. (wet) SX into the forest and the 
desert on one 80-mile loop plus some 
hillclimbing for the pictures. Some of us 
were surprised by how well the little 
dirt-hog handles. The others said, “it 
figures. It’s got all the good European 
stuff.” Nevertheless, we were favorably 
impressed by the way it has all been 
brought together in this one motorcycle 
— sexy horsepower. Great (not The 
Best, but Great) European handling, 
American quality, at a Japanese price 
(about $1,130) in 1975. Specifically, 
the SX, with our 180-210 Ib. squid 
crewmembers astraddle, handled like a 
state-of-the-art European enduro 250 on 
hare-scrambles courses and trails. When 
you see whoop-dee-dos ahead, you 
make sure the tach reads over 5,500 and 
just gassit! The SX likes whoops as 
much as we do. It lands smoothly and 
pointed straight, whoop after doo 
(skipping dee like Evel Knievel). 

Massively shifting the rider’s weight 
over the front wheel makes it perform 
motocross turns with great ease, even 
with the Yokohama trials tires pumped 
hard for rocks. The dirt bike monthlies 
won’t believe it! A Hog that whips 
through the turns and over the bumps 
like a jackrabbit? We wish we could 
report that the fork seals didn’t leak, 
but one of them gushed its life out 
within 125 miles. Let it be noted in all 
honesty that before the seal expired, 
one of our testers centerpunched an 
Ossa with the SX, greatly increasing its 
trail. This slowed down the handling 
What, but, it. finished. the . 1 
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Maybe Harley-Davidson doesn’t know how good their Italian-built SX 250 is? 
Low price and high quality make it the sleeper of the year.

There is no mountain the SX can’t 
climb, as long as she is on the pipe. With 
a top speed over 70 mph im the dirt, the 
SX is competitive against bikes costing 
hundreds more, which offer none of the 
street versatility which the SX comes 
with. Most of those street items will get 
knocked off eventually if the bike is 
used much off the road, so we would 
store the battery, turnsignals, fenders 
and pegs in a safe place, making the bike 
lighter by some 20 pounds. We’d replace 
the footpegs and bend the starter in 
closer to the bike, remount the license 
somewhere safer (or just get an ORV 
sticker instead) and consider removing

our test, so maybe they can stay. One 
thing we would never change is the big 
orange teardrop tank with its magic 
name on the side. We like the gearing as 
it is — a little high makes you ride 
faster.

With the small-turnout, the 125s and 
minis ran one heat to determine starting 
positions for the main but the 250/360 
riders.shad .enough, for three, heats, anda 
two semis. Ted Davidson (Yam) down 








from Modesto took the first over Mike 
Tidwell (Yam). The second went to Jim 
Wright (Bul). The start of that one was 
firmly handled by referee- Chub Kellum 
who ended up putting almost all of line 
two back on the penalty line for 
attempting to start from line one before 
the flag dropped! Wright went like 
gangbusters, getting up to second by the 
end of the first lap and then taking over 
just before the jump on the second. It 
was obvious that he and Davidson were 
going to go at it in the Main. 

Davidson started on. the rear line and 
really, came off it as Ralph White 
dropped the flag. Bob Murray was 
leading, then Davidson and Rick 
Marquis (Hon) in third. Wright was 
moving and with one swoop on the esses 
passed a couple of riders and got up to 
Marquis. Murray’s bike broke and 
Wright passed Marquis to the second 
spot.

There 
were three starts, necessitated by one or 
more of them going down in various 
turns. Pat Richmond (Yam) unloaded 
first time-out .and .was leading the 
second time out when the race was red 











flagged. That didn’t deter him a bit and 
third time again it was Richmond. With 
these little bikes it really develops into a 
procession although Bob Crisp did his 
best to move up. Mike Paulson was 
second, but Crisp moved up by Tom 
Hedley and then got as far as third man 
Todd Brown before the race ended. 

In the 125 main, Tom Doty (Hon) 
was giving the fans some anxious 
moments every time he went over the 
jump, nearly looping it as the front end 
of his Elsie just wanted to rear up on 
him. Ascot observers know that if you 
want to stay healthy, don’t fall over the 
jump! Mike Minnig (Yam) took the lead 
away from Doty who then went back to 
third as Wayne Rainey (Hon) laid on 
him all the way around the north turns 
and took over. Steve Woskoski (Yam) 
had fourth spot firmly in hand — so 
firmly that when he fell off approaching 
the jump he still had time to get himself 
back on his bike and not lose a place. 

When the regular professional 
half-mile season opens Friday, April 
4th, the Pilot Program will move to 
Tuesday nights. If rumors have reached 
you that you need special equipment to 
ride it, they are not true. Just bring 
yourself, your bike and equipment and 
sign in. It’s a chance to find out if you 
really like racing. e

MOORPARK, CAL., MAR. 23 

What if there were a motocross at 
Valley Cycle Park and everybody 
came? To make it even stranger, it 
was a CRC-organized AMA com- 
petition with no cash outlay but a rider 
turnout that was well into the multiple 
hundreds. Some time ago, this paper 
commented on the resurgence of AMA 
sportsman racing and the number of 
riders (and families) today confirmed 
the trend. 

Two longish 25-minute motos on 
Valley’s extended double uphill track 
took their toll of machinery and 
unconditioned motocrossers. 

Dominating the day in sheer winning 
performance was 250 Expert Allen 
Cooke (Bul) who set fast time (less than 
two minutes on the mile and a half 
course) en route to amassing an even 
greater points lead in his quest for a No.

non-district racers. Flag starts were used 
for the first time in bcann) years 
due to the double row start, with 
non-card-carrying racers in back, as 
required by district rules. It was a little 
nostalgic, but no less unfair, to see the 
Experts trying to outcreep each other 
and force the starter . . . just like the old 
days of maybe three years ago. We still 
favor steel gates for their impersonal 
consistency in motocross starts. 

It sometimes takes a motocross like 
this one to remind everybody who isn’t 
a pro just how long a moto of 25 
minutes plus one lap on a rough, 
bumpy, vertical track can really be.

AFM road race: 


Blakeslee 
beats the 
bunch

ONTARIO, CAL., MAR. 23 

Whitney Blakeslee got down to 
250 GP business before the largest 
crowd in recent memory at an 
AFM race. Blasting to the head of 


a more than 20-bike field, Whitney led 
all the way, despite strong braking 
challenges from Wes Cooley. The 
likeable Blakeslee, who raced the same 
bike in both 250 and 350 Junior events 
at Daytona by switching barrels back 
and forth during the week, got his lap 
times down to 2:14 at one point in the 
contest. 

““Good times, that’s the most 
important thing,” observed Whitney 
with a giant ear-to-ear grin after the 
finish. “It wasn’t a star-studded field.” 

The reason Whitney could say such a 
thing was a series of freak accidents that 
eliminated two top contenders before 
the second turn of the first lap. Bob 
Endicott, famous for his knee-dragging 
and long braid trailing out from under 
his helmet, broke his chain on the 
warm-up lap. AFM Number One Rudy 
Galindo seized his Posa Fuel/Dura Lube 
Yamaha in turn one of the first lap. 

Galindo did manage a second in 350 
GP, coming in well behind Dick Fuller’s 
rocketship Yamaha, on the same engine 
he used to finish 35th Expert at 
Daytona, first 350. “Daytona killed my 
motor,” he claimed later. 

Reg Pridmore won the Open 
Production, seemingly toying with his 
“competitors.” For most of the race the 
order was Pridmore (BMW 900), Pat 
Beacom (Kaw 900), John MacDonald 
(Kaw 900), and Jeff Steele (Hon 750). 
The distance between first place and the 
pair of Kaws fighting for second varied 
constantly, but at the white flag, 
Pridmore had five seconds on Beacom, 
(MacDonald had quit with problems). 
One lap later, the checkered flag, 
Pridmore had 20 seconds, and Steele 
had not closed up on Beacom. In fact, 
hard charging Scott Clough, on his 
Norris Cam Honda 500, who had moved 
up steadily on Steele, out braked and 
drove underneath Steele in the last 
corner of the last lap, beating him across 
the finish line in a burst of “on the gas 
at the right time in the right place” 
power. Since the 750 and 500 classes 
were scored apart from the Open class, 
Steele and Clough both “won.” 

Clough did not win his usual class, 
350 Production. In fact, he never 
started, due to engine problems. Bob 
Tigert, his arch rival, did start, but 
didn’t win, either. After a terrific 
you-pass-me-I’ll-pass-you race, AMA 
Expert Wes Cooley beat Novice Tigert, 
who won the class at Daytona. 

Tigert’s pal Jack Baker borrowed a 
Laverda 1000 and won Super Street,

BALLINGER CANYON, CAL., MAR. 23 


In spite of the fact that clubs from 
both north and south California 
have held enduros which have 
been titled “National Champion- 


ships” by the AMA, few if any of 
the events have been National 
Championships in fact. Regardless 
of the AMA, an event cannot be a 
‘‘National” anything when the 
contestants all come from one region of 
one state. The Dirt-Diggers’ Red Garter, 
an AMA designated National 
Championship, is not quite National in 
this sense either, but it’s getting close 
and is well on its way to becoming a 
classic North-South confrontation. 


The characteristics of the Red Garter 
which are helping to make it a true 
National Championship ate good ground 
and good organization. Northern 
Californians ride primarily in the forest 
and claim desert riding is boring and 
bike breaking. Southern Californians 
ride almost exclusively in the desert and 
claim that riding “north” is tedious, 
dangerous, and impossibly cold. The 
fact is that neither group does very well 
on the other’s turf. The Red Garter, 
however, is held in Los Padres National 
Forest, which has a unique blend of 
both desert and forest so that both 
groups can feel somewhat at home. Due 
to the distances involved, it is still 
primarily a southern event, but each 
year there are a few more northern 
riders. From the north this year came 
Cosby Chestnut and Ben Bower,- a 





contingent from the Richmond 
Ramblers, a CERA North group led by 
Don Stewart, Bob Keys, and probably a 
few others I didn’t see. From out of 
state were Reno’s Hawley Slayton and 
Bob Nickelson lately of Colorado. Bob 
is pushing a heavy Honda Trials effort 
and singing a wry, off-key version of 
“Back Home Again.” 


The course of this year’s Red Garter 
differed only slightly from last year’s 
course. Loop No. One was 37.8 miles 
long. From the private-ownership 
campground the course went into the 
National Forest and followed a 
torturously convoluted path east 
towards Apache Potero Camp, and then 
came back to camp site outside the 
forest proper. The first loop was really 
fine riding, as the course simply went up 
one ridge and then down canyons 
between the ridges with no one type of 
riding predominating for more than a 
few minutes at a time. On the ridge 
trails the riders continuously skirted 
disaster in the form of sharp drop offs 
and dodged trees every few seconds. 
Down in the canyons it was mostly 
desert-type sandwash, with fairly heavy 
power-robbing damp sand. On the high 
trails the northerners easily zipped past 
southern riders who were more 
concerned about staying on the narrow 
trail than making up time. Down in the

sandwashes, the situation reversed as the 
northerners tried to figure out how to 
keep the front wheel from plowing in 
on- every turn. The marking on the 
course was really great and it would 
have been obvious even if it had been 
otherwise. Riders on one part of the 
course could often see another part of 
the course. If the marking hadn’t been 
very plain, the riders would have short 
circuited the course, missed checks and 
been very unhappy. 


Loop two started with a 27 miles of 
trail in the same area as loop one and 
then jumped out onto State Highway 
No. 33 (the reason for the strect-legal 
requirement) for about 10 miles of 
pavement riding down to Quatal 
Canyon. The course then turned almost 
due east, running sometimes on a dirt 
road and sometimes in a wet sandwash. 
The object was to get to a snowy trail 
almost 6000 feet up in the pine trees 
near the Toad Spring camp. The patches 
of snow were not too long nor very 
deep, but the feet-down, death grip 
techniques of southern riders furnished 
the northerners with enough amusement 
to make the 1,000 mile drive to the 
enduro seem worthwhile. 


Eventually the trail dropped back 
down to Apache Canyon and followed 
Apache back out to Highway No. 33 
and from there went north back to 
camp. The whole course was 116.9 
miles long. 

There are no results available as yet 
because there were protests involving 
three checks. From the number of 
complaints it seems likely that there will 
be an adjustment on both the first 
check in the moming section (which 
was one minute off) and the first check 
in the afternoon section (which was two 
minutes off). In addition, Mike Hannon 
of the Bultaco Team protested Check K 
on distance, claiming it was 4.9 rather 
than 5.1 miles from the previous check. 


It doesn’t seem likely that this one will 
be allowed. 

If Hannon’s protest is upheld, he is 
the likely winner with a zero score. If it 
is not, the winner could be Husky’s Ben 
Bower, or Bultacd’s Dave Ekins both of 
whom would have a score of minus one 
— they think! Also in there with very 
low scores are Mike Adams, Bob 
Steffan, Bob Keys, Hawley Slayton. 
High in the class lists will be Montesa’s 
Roy Sheridan and Dave Evans (about 
seven points), Cosby Chestnut, and Bob 
Nickelson who is trying out Honda’ new 
175 enduro model. 

Last year’s winner Jay Tullis had 
some really hard luck. Down in an 
impossible to get hole, he yelled to his 
companions that his clutch was 
inoperative. It turned out that the 
clutch didn’t work because the frame 
had broken and the sagging engine 
stretched the clutch cable. Sounds like a 
shaggy dog story but at the moment Jay 
and the guys who have to try to get his 
bike out aren’t seeing any humor in it. 

Because this was a National 
Championship A and B riders had 
preference for the numbers. Only about 
30 C riders were accepted before the 
500 rider limit was filled. In the C class 
(C riders only rode the first loop) the 
overall winner is probably William Jones 
minus seven, 250 class. The 500 class 
winner is probably Allen Bensen and the 
125 class winner is probably Dave 

den. 

The Dirt Diggers have worked really 
hard to set up a more or less permanent 
enduro site in this Ballinger Canyon area. 
The amount of paper work necessary 
and the number of permits required is 
staggering. But, in their third year now, 
it seems that they are well on their way 
to establishing a great and nationally 
recognized California enduro which is 
something we have been badly needing 
since the Greenhorn’s fall from grace. @
